Copies of the report were mailed to 
Elba Center Manager, Mrs, LaRue 
Dunaway; City Clerk Jack Prescott and 
Mayor-elect Bob English. Folsom 
announced that a meeting was sched- 
uled this week to discuss the problems 
with the sponsoring agency. 


Mr. Hal Cannon requested an 
extension of an option on some 
city-owned property. He represents a 
group wanting to build some goyern- 
ment-financed homes in Elba, The 
Council refused the request on a 4-2 
vote, citing conflict with the local 
housing authority. Voting for the 
extended option was Councilmen 
Jimmy Wise and Charles Kennett. Wise 
cited the need for apartments by young 
people as one of the greatest needs in 
the community. 


Bill Tucker of G. Reynolds Watkins 
Engineering again appeared before the 
Council and requested approval to file 
Elba’s request for funding under the 
Community Development Block Grant 
program. The Council postponed any 
action on this matter as they did two 
weeks ago and also four weeks ago. 
Councilman John Sharpless said, ‘“‘I 
have no gripe with the people we are 
now with and hesitate to change horses 
as they have gotten us some money this 
year.”’ 


Councilman Wise requested work be 
done to clean up the streets and 
sidewalks of trash, dirt and weeds in the 
cracks. Folsom promised to get started 
Wednesday or Thursday.

The friend enjoying the river with 
Bryant, Billy Veasey, said the youth 
went under, came back up and the last 
time he saw him go under, he was 
almost directly across from the junction 
of Beaver Dam and Pea River. People 
knowledgeable about the river bottom 
in the area speculate that he may have 
waded into some soft, sliding sand and, 
after losing his footing, he was swept 
into the deep water and drowned before 
regaining his footing. Even with the dry 
conditions in Coffee County, ‘the river 
still contains some 12-foot-deep holes in 
the immediate area. 


Dragging efforts by the Elba Rescue 
Squad and divers from the Elba and 
New Brockton Rescue Squads combed 
the area of the drowning, and for 
several hundred yards downstream 
until about 6:45 when a diver found his

The Elba City Schools 
and the Coffee County School 
System have announced a 
free meal, free milk and 
reduced-price meal policy for 
school children served in 
schools under the National 
School Lunch, School Break- 
fast and Special Milk Pro- 
grams.

When Should 1 Seek 


Therapy For My Child? 


Alan R. Silverman, Ph.D.,

This is the final article in a

In the last twenty years, 
the public attitude towards 
mental health has been 
showing great improvement. 
Although in the eyes of some 
people there is still a stigma 
associated with seeking 
counseling, it is our position” 


, that anybody who feels they’ 


havea serious _problem™ 
with their child as indicated 
by such symptoms as de- 
pression, poor performance 
in school or poor social skills 
should seek out professional 
help. If your child has a 
sprained ankle or the mea- 
sles, you don’t hesitate to go 
to a physician or another 
expert in the medical field. If 
someone in your family has a 
tooth ache, you don’t hesi- 
tate to go to a dentist. We 
believe that a child’s mental 
health is every bit as impor- 
tant as his physical health. It 
takes counseling by a mental 
health professional to coun- 
sel and evaluate the psycho- 
logical condition of your 
child. Most children that are 
seen in therapy should have 
been brought in sooner than 
they were. Many parents 
make the mistake of thinking 
that the child is ‘‘just going 
through a phase that he will 
grow out of’’ or that they 
should wait just a little 
longer before they do some- 
thing. The parents seem to 
think that if they ignore ae 
problem it will go away, 
however, it seldom does. The 
longer you wait to bring a 
child in to see a therapist the 
longer it takes to correct the 
problem. The following are 
some guide lines to help to 
determine whether or not 
your child is in need of 
counseling: 


1, School. It your child is 
doing poorly in school par- 
ticularly if adequate grades 
in elementary and junior 
high are followed by a 
sudden drop in high school. 
This is a warning that he 
may be undergoing a high 
degree of emotional stress. 
When your child is being 
disciplined for poor social 
behavior in school, when he 
is cutting class or not attend- 
ing at all this is a good time 
to bring a child in for 
counseling. 


2. Legal trouble. If your 
child does anything that gets 
him involved with the crimi- 
nal justice system this is a 
sign that counseling may be 
necessary. If you know that 
he is breaking the law but 
has not been caught yet this 
may be a good time to head 


things off. If your child 
currently gets tickets with 
your car, has accidents, 


shoplifts, becomes involved 
in vandalism or steals from 
you, this is often a warning 


sign. 


A child 
feels 


3. Depression. 
who mopes around, 


down all the time, does not 
seem to have much energy, 
does not seem to enjoy life, 
or appears miserable would 
probably benetit from coun- 
seling. If your child is lonely 


and withdrawn, has difficulty 
making friends and rarely 
goes out, he will probably 
benefit from a therapeutic 
relationship. Suicide is one 
of the leading causes of 
death among children. If 
your child talks about ending 
his life, doing away with 
himself, says that he would 
be better off dead or that life 
is not worth living, if he says 
that he wants to go to sleep 
and never wake or he will get 
even with you by killing 
himself this should be con- 
sidered an immediate warn- 
ing sign that counseling is in 
order. Remember that a 
parent does not have the 
training to evaluate these 
types of suicidal statements. 
If your concern is immediate, 
do not hesitate to call the 24 
hour HELP-LINE which in 
the state of Alabama is 
1-800-932-0501. If your child 
should ever tell you that he 
thinks people are following 
him, that he hears voices of 
other people talking to him 
this should also be a critical 
warning sign. 


4. Severe weight loss. It 
your child stops eating, loses 
weight rapidly and contin- 
ually tells you that he is too 
fat when in reality he is not at 
all fat. This too should be 
considered a warning sign.

1.Q. tests are performed as a normal routine, 
beginning in elementary school, to check the 
intelligence quotient of individuals. These 1.Q. tests 
are designed in a manner to check the intelligence of 
’ the person taking the test against what is considered 
normal, or average, for that age. 


As an example, a 10-year-old child that 
scores the same as a normal 10-year-old has an 1.Q. 
of 100. If he should score the same as a 5-year-old, 
then he has an I.Q, of 50.

Florida Bass Growing Big In 


Alabama Lakes 


Nearly 1.5 million Florida 
bass, a subspecies of large- 
mouth bass, have been stock- 
ed into Alabama waters since 
1966, according to records of 
Game and Fish Division, 
Department of Conservation 
and Natural Resources. 
These Florida bass finger- 
lings have been stocked 
throughout the state in farm 


ponds, state-owner public 
fishing lakes and in new 
public reservoirs. 

The Florida subspecies 


has been of recent interest to 
fishermen and fishery biolo- 
gists. The Game and Fish 
Division began reserach on 
the Florida bass in 1969, 
comparing it to our native 
northern lirgemouth. The 
results of this study showed 
the Florida bass was equal to 
or better than our native bass

in maintaining ‘‘balance”’ in 
bass-bluegill populations. 
This study also Showed that 
exceptional growth was ex- 
hibited in some individuals of 
the Florida bass and hybrids, 
or intergrades between Flor- 
ida and northern bass. Other 
studies haye indicated that 
Florida bass have a higher 
potential for obtaining trophy 
size. 

Our present state record 
largemouth bass of 14 
pounds 4 ounces is a Florida 
bass caught in a _ pond 
stocked in 1967. By 1981, 
Florida bass will be used for 
all farm ponds stocked by the 
Game and Fish Division. 
These farm ponds will also 
help introduce Florida bass 
into public waters through 
the natural loss of bass over 
spillways of ponds and lakes 
during heavy winter and 
spring rains. The stocking of 
1.5 million Florida bass 
fingerlings in Alabama will 
increase the likelihood of an 
Alabama fisherman catching 
a trophy bass. 

Sam Spencer, Chief of 
Fisheries, said, ‘We do not 
want to completely replace 
our native bass stocks, but to 
introduce the Florida bass 
into our native 
populations This is a 
positive step the Game and 
Fish Division has taken to 
brighten the future of bass 
fishing in Alabama,"

Dallas Hartzog, our 
peanut specialist at Head- 
land, told a group of about 
350 farmers that he believes 
with adequate rainfall from 
now until the middle of 
September and a good to 
excellent leafspot control 
program we can harvest a 
good crop of peanuts.

BARBECUING TIME 

Barbecuing is a wonder- 
ful way to save energy, keep 
the house cool and entertain 
friends. Let me mention 
steps in barbecuing chicken. 
One of the secrets of success 
is to allow time for a long, 
siow cooking. Allow between 
1%- and 1% hours for 
cooking. 

Choose young, meaty 
birds weighing around two 
and one-half pounds. Split or 
quarter them, then place 
them close together on the 
grill with the skin side up.

While soil erosion has 
been identified with agricul- 
ture and a rural setting for 
decades, homebuyers and 
others should be aware that 
the problem is prevalent and 
equally damaging in urban 
areas. 

Each year stormwater 
-runoff at construction sites 
carries many tons of soil to 
our waterways. We must 
reduce the amount of sedi- 
ment and accompanying pol- 
lutants that washes off the 
land from urban areas and 
enters our streams, rivers, 
and lakes, 

W.B. Lingles who heads 
SCS programs in Alabame 
States that soil losses in 
developing areas of 50 tons 
per acre are commonly seen, 

“Soil loss depends on the 
soil, length of slope, cover, 
and of course, the amount of 
rain that falls,’’ Lingle said, 
“Under certain conditions, a 
soil loss of up to 300 tons per 
acre a year is possible. 

“This fantastic loss 
would be the equivalent of 
about 60 dump truck loads. If 
a developer or homeowner 
had to buy the soil back to 
replace the loss at $31) per 
truckload, it would cost 
$1,800. 

“Cleanup costs can be 
staggering, too,’’ Lingle con- 
tinued. ‘‘Machinery remov- 
ing mud from roads, ditches, 
or streams can cost taxpayers 
$50 or more an hour to 
operate.

And probably every- 
one makes a wrong selection 
occasionally. 

The stem should be gone, 
leaving a smooth, symmet- 
rical, shallow basin, The 
netting or veining should be 
thick, coarse and corky and 
should stand out over some 
part of the surface. The skin 
color between the netting 
should be yellowish. All 
thoge signs means it’s ma- 
ture. But you also need to 
look for signs of ripeness. 

A ripe cantaloupe will 
have a yellowish cast to the 
rind, a pleasant cantaloupe 
odor and will yield slightly if 
you press the blossom end 
with your thumb. 


EXERCISING

Unsuspecting homebuy- 
ers are often shocked to learn 
of storm water and erosion 
problems they inherit with 
their new homes. 

While soil erosion has 
been identified with agricul- 
ture and a rural setting for 
decades, homebuyers and 
others should be aware that 
the problem is prevalent and 
equally damaging in urban 
areas. 


Each year stormwater 


-runoff at construction sites 


carries many tons of soil to 
our waterways. We must 
reduce the amount of sedi- 
ment and accompanying pol- 
lutants that washes off the 
land from urban areas and 
enters our streams, rivers, 
and lakes. 

W.B. Lingles who heads 
SCS programs in Alabame 
States that soil losses in 
developing areas of 50 tons 
per acre are commonly seen, 

“Soil loss depends on the 
soil, length of slope, cover, 
and of course, the amount of 
rain that falls,’’ Lingle said. 
“*Under certain conditions, a 
soil loss of up to 300 tons per 
acre a year is possible. 

“This fantastic loss 
would be the equivalent of 
about 60 dump truck loads. If 
a developer or homeowner 
had to buy the soil back to 
replace the loss at $3) per 
truckload, it would cost 
$1,800. 

“Cleanup costs can be 
staggering, too,’’ Lingle con- 
tinued, ‘‘Machinery remoy- 
ing mud from roads, ditches, 
or streams can cost taxpayers 
$50 or more an hour to 
operate. The important 
thing to remember, whether 
we are talking about tax 
money or private money is 
that it is a whole lot cheaper 
to hold the soil on developing 
sites than it is to correct the 
problems caused by  ero- 
sion,’’ according to Lingle.

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Landfill Problems Dominate Monday’s Commission Meeting 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, Aug. 25, 
at the Courthouse in Elba, and handled 
all their business in a brief 50-minute 
meeting. Present at the bi-monthly 
meeting were Probate Judge James L. 
Sawver, Commission Clerk Brunease 
Winston and Commissioners Rex 
Boutwell, Don Smith, Bennie Beckham, 
Gilmer Grant, Max J. Reeves and Jack 
Hornsby. 

The meetings first visitor was Mr. 
Buck Tindol, the landfill manager, who 
Stated the county had received state 
approval to use the gulley in the 
Northwest-section of the landfill to bury 
rubbish only. Tindol added that the 
landfill would soon be _picking-up 
rubbish from Dorsey Trailers and 


.S. L. Plant addresses commission 
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Kleinerts, two industries in Elba, and 
that Enterprise would have to begin 
seperating rubbish collected at mills. 

It was reported the Coffee County 
School System had requested its 
garbage be picked-up twice-a-week at 
all five schools, on Tuesdays and 
Fridays. Tindol told the commission this 
would mean making an additional trip 
each day, and that the current schedule 
may have to be changed. The commis- 
sioners told Mr. Tindol to work the 
schools as requested and report back if 
any changes are needed. 

A letter from the State Division of 
Solid Waste Control reported the county 
landfill passed all standards at an Aug. 
13 inspection, but did list a problem 
about covering garbage. The city of 
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Enterprise was given a key to the 
landfill gate so it could dump its 
garbage when the landfill was closed. 
The state requires all garbage be buried 
within an hour after being dumped, and 
also requires the landfill to be closed 
unless an employee is on duty. The 
dumping during the hours the landfill is 
closed violates both regulations, and the 
State requested the practice be stopped. 
The commission, however, told Mr. 
Tindo! to let Enterprise continue to 
dump, even when the landfill is closed. 

Mr. S.L. Plant met with the 
commission and told them, ‘I want to 
talk about a road going to my house. It 
needs a sewer pipe in four places, 
because when it rains the water washes 
across the road and washes it away. I

The commission told Mr. Plant it 
would meet with him this week and 
instruct the engineer to make needed 
repairs. 


Representatives of the 5-Star Volun- 
teer Fire Dept. adressed the com- 
mission and asked for financial support. 
Fire Chief Bobby Williams reported the 
department would serve 1000 ixmilies 
in the area of Victoria, Woodland 
Grove, New Hope, Roeton and Chestnut 


Grove, and that almost $8,000 had been 
raised to support the department. 
Williams added a truck was bought last 
week in Birmingham, but that a 
building to house the truck and 
additional equipment was needed. 

The commission told the group it 
was in favor of providing financial aid, 
but stated it must first determine if such 
a donation would be legal. 

Sgt. Charles Goodson, of the New 
Brockton National Guard, told the 
commission the guard unit would like to 
erect a survey mark on the land at the 
Farm Center. The marker (3rd order 


monument) would only be 2-inches high 
and would be out of the way of the 
public. The commission approved the 
request, bit stated the marker must be 
flushed to the ground. 

In other action at 
meeting, the commission: 
***authorized two county employees to 
attend a CETA workshop in Ozark, on 
Sept. 18;

Jackson W. Stokes, a local attorney, 
was publicly censured by the Alabama 
State Bar on July 16 for violating certain 
provisions of the Code of Professional 
Responsibility of the bar .association, 
according to a news release issued by 
the bar association. 

According to the release, Stokes 
failed in 1973 to turn over some money 
collected for Kerr-McGee Chemical 
Corporation to the company. In 1978 the 
company reportedly filed ‘a complaint 
with the Alabama State Barand at that 
time he fowarded the money to 
Kerr-McGee. 

The release indicates Stokes plead 
guilty to violating the code the 
association. Stokes told this newspaper 
that the money was collected and 
deposited in his trust account, He said a 
check was written to Kerr-hMcGee but 
somehow was never received and 
cashed by the firm. He said the problem 
was overlooked and it was not until 
Kerr-McGee filed their complaint that 
he was aware of it and at that time the 
money was promptly paid to the firm, 

Discipline for violations of the Code 
of Professional Responsibility range up 
to disbarment and the loss of law 
license.
